The Real Problem 


HE civillacd world feels 

outraged by the deliberate 
and yenselosas = act of 
terrorism in Cyprus last 
Saturday which claimed the 
life of oan American 
diplomat. It was senselesn, 
just os all the other forms 
of terrorism in the island 
are senseless, because, as o 
State Department spokes- 
man has observed, it does 
not bring tho problem of 
Cyprus ono step nenrer 
solution, 

Terrorism is condemned, but 
that is not enough. It ta 
patently clear that terrorism 
has to be stamped out, how- 
ever ruthlessly, and that 
until this has been accom- 
plished, a politlenl setale- 
ment must remain in 
abeyance. 

Astonishingly, members of 
Eoka, the (Creek-Cyprict 
terrorist organjsation, ap- 
pear to have convinced 
themselves that they can 
attain thelr political ends 
by shooting British soldiers 
jin the back, throwing 
bombs Into cafes and bars, 
indulging In sabotage and 
uttempting tto create chaos. 
It is poor reasoning. There 
can be no submission to 
anarchists, 


OR are these terrorists 
seckings to nchleve what is 
accepted ns a legitimate 
aspiration — self - govern- 
ment for the people of 
Cyprus, Their objective is 
to wrest the laland from 
British rule and influence 
und to hand it over to 
Greece as a colony, Eoka 
has not only managed to 
sabotage British military 
installations, but it quite 
deliberately sabotaged the 
negotiations fdr 

when they 


shown a considerable 
nmount of good falth In its 
efforts to bring about 
negotiated settlement of the 
Cyprus dispute and has no 
apologies to mike in that 
direction, Archbishop 
Makarios had it in his power 
to win self-zovernment for 
the island had he been pre- 
ared to exercise his in- 
luence over the terrorists. 
His refusal to do so could 
‘only have one consequence. 
Mr Noel-Baker has now come 
along with 4 four-point plan 
for a conuatitutional settle- 
ment. It is quite a sensible 
one, but it will hold no 
appeal for Eokn, and there- 
fore cannot be expected to 
influence the Greek-Cypriot 
terrorists to abandon their 
campaign, If anything, it 
wilh = probably — encourage 
Eoka to intensify its in- 
timidating efforts for the 
express purpose of  dis- 
suading any moderates from 
entering into negotiations 
with the = British govern- 
ment on the lines suggested 
by the four-point plan.
